'.plained of will vani.sh in the smoke of 
Mhebontlre. When all lias been, cleared 
away, let tin- piece of ci-ourid i)e laid un 
in town lots lo the best ndvanlage, for 
whatever pur|)ose.s the govci'iinienl may 
think best.; Let the streets be about i ob 
feet wide, arid ns many as can be atford- 
•cd. The streets must' be laid olT alright 
•nhgics,' and lots will consequently be 
square with the slrerls. so that a man 
can ba\e the four walls of bis bouse 
built on the square williout losing one- 
■tenth of his ground, to wit: Wilcox's 
brick buildins, a stupid afiair, entirelv 
cau.^ed by bad snrveyiug. Say ttiat all 
this is done as it ougbt to be, then the 
propriety of running a .;tone, pier from 
the south-east curuer. o\tpii(liiii; over 
I that reef of rocks, ought to be riinsiiicr- 
<ed. The rocks extend into tlii' harbour 
about 150 feel ; Ibcy can be only partly 
seen at low title, con-'^cijuentiy Uicy are 
■very dangerous. Severn! vessels have 
grounded on them. The sleainer Sea 
liird lav on Ihrin. It was next to a mir- 
acle that she was not rained ; but aworse 
fate was in reserve lor lior. To remove 
tlicso rocks I think would hi; a u.-^elcss 
expenditure, as Ihey can lie taken advan- 
tage of Iiy making them the foundation 
ofllie])ier. There is an abiindanco of 
stone and lime within ;i few yards of tlic 
spot, and the proceeds of tiie .sale of a 
few lots would |)a\ for rviTvlhin!.;.

others will Invest in lots : a row of brick 
buildings for warclioii.-(s will soon ap- 
pear, and goods will be stored in lliem 
as places of s'lfely from fire. I will now 
say a few woi'ds aliouL tiic noHh end of 
lliat vahialile piei'o of ground IVom the 
bridge round ilio north point to and 
above the bridge, at the babk of IbC Vil 
lagc, is onu of the most desirable 's[ 
for carrying en the business of building 



anil repairing ships, in llic v/orld. SJiio 
bui dini; and re|)airiiig in every cruinlry 
is a most imjjortaiil feature of trade. 
Look to the Clyde, where 100 ships can 
lic: counted on the stocks at a time, and 
men employed by thousands, and well 
paid. I hope the govermiient will hear 
Ibis in inlnd. ?-'iiw let iis lonk al llic 
slo|o'ii;; hciiihls in ihr hack LToiiiid— liinv 
admiiably adapted for foundries, smith- 
ies, and "all other works of that descrip- 
tion. I trust that (lie government will 
take that piece of gronnd for the colony 
witliuul delay. I prcdici. thai ihe lots 
will bring on the average 700 dollai's, ibe 
pniceeds of sales will put the govern- 
ment in possession of a sum that will 
enable them to improve the harbour, 
build more bridges, and add appearance 
kud convenience to the tow n, and a place 
where merchants can store their- goods 
in soiiiolhiug like safety. I observe with 
pleasui'd houses ai'c being Imill on the 
south siile^ and a wharf is about to be 
run out. Go ahead south side. 1 hO|ie 
to .<ee ii bridge span James' Bay very 
soon; and if you and the Indian village 
side should go ahead as I anticipate, the 
d;iy may not be far distant when tliepeo- 
lic may demand for theii- convenience n 
oridge across Cr,>wn jioint. Don't be 
afraid, it will be no iinpedihientto ships. 
.Ml thai yon liave got to do is to create 
commerce on your lots, build wharves, 
and nothing will [wevent ships from gct- 
ing to them but llie want of water lo lloat 
I hem. Crown Point, from rock to rock, 
is only a distance of |.">0 feet. The 
whole of it is deep water. A swing can 
be constructed on any pari nrthe bridge. 
Now I will state that Victoria harbour, 
from Shoal Point to the bridge at the 
gorge, a distance of about two miles, is 
iMtbing liut a deeji water channel, with 
indentations or bays at certain poiuls ; 
the channel is as crooked as a serpent, 
and al some places .so narrow that two 
hips would (hid it impossible lo pass 
each other. <;onsidi!ring Ibal tlie town 
bei'ore lung will have three distinct sides, 
evcjy man will admit the necessity of 
connecting them together as closely as 
possible ; and tiiat can only be effected 
l)y building bridges where I have men- 
tioned. Should all tliis be done, then 
Victoria will be a town beautiful in ap- 
pearance, large and conveineiil in every 
respect, and the harbour will liav(! been 
converted from rather a poor one into 
docks as convenient and safe as any in 
the world. Having now .shown how 
both town and harbour can he improved, 
and how the funds can he raisi d lo cmn- 
plel(! all that I lia-.e nienlioneil without 
taxing Ihe peojile. the balance depends 
on the Victoria bridue. Should it be re- 
moved, then all emls in smokc, and that 
valuable piece of ground where the Indi- 
ans now are won't be worth an Indian 
blankel. I will now leave Ihe fate of 
Ibe Victoria briilge in the bands of those 
wtio ai'<' accountable to the |)i"jple f(0' 
their acts, trusting that their views on 
Ihc subject may be extensive and correct, 
and tliat no other motives apart from 
the public wellfaro will occujiy their 
thoiiglils while d(!ci(iing the fate of Ihe 
best e.uil most useful bridge on Vancou- 
ver's Island.
